Omahan To Propose 
Compulsory Insurance 
Of Bank 
Deposits 
A bill which has for its aim 
compulsory insurance of bank de­ 
posits by bonding companies will 
be introduced in the house Friday 
morning by Representative M. J 
Gardiner of Douglas county. 
The bill provides that the policies 
be on a form prepared by the state 
commerce 
department 
and 
that 
every policy must indemnity the de­ 
positors fully in case of loss. In 
event of a bank's failure the surety 
company would be held liable. 
Provision is made that bonds 
must be in amounts to cover aver­ 
age deposits for the preceding year. 
Failure to comply with the pro­ 
visions of the bill Is classed as a 
felony, with penalty fixed aa a fine 
of not more than 45.000 or one to 
three years in the state peniten­ 
tiary. 
The bill carries an emergency 
clause.

A bill designed to keep bankers 
from 
transacting other business 
than that of banking was intro­ 
duced m the senate Thursday aft­ 
ernoon by Senator Harry Easton of 
Omaha as 8. P. 8 
„ , 
The measure makes it unlawful 
for officers to conduct any other 
than banking business. The bankers 
are required to repent to the state 
department of trade and commerce 
all loans to companies and busi­ 
nesses in which they have an inter­ 
est under the provisions of this 
measure 
Bank officers would be required 
to repent immediately after the en­ 
actment of the bill as to the money 
they had invested in other 
lines. 
The state department would be au­ 
thorised to revoke the bank's char­ 
ter if the officers refused to sever 
their ©thee busine** connections or 
to resign their positions with the 
>ank 
The limit which banks could loan 
to officers or employes, without 
written authorisation from the state 
department, is fixed at 4800 in the 
bill. All bankers also would be re­ 
quired to post bond* in order to 
protect the bank against possible 
losses due to defalcation and other 
causes. The amount of these bonds 
would be determined by the state 
department. Penalty for violation 
of these provisions is fixed in the

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MATURED OPINION. 
A new French government has been given a vote of 
confidence perm itting it to begin to function. Despite 
the difficulties the French have had with parliam en­ 
tary government, there are still m any students of gov­ 
ernm ent who favor th a t system. They believe th a t it 
compels a government to follow public sentiment. 
The founders of this government feared the impul­ 
sive action of the people. The doctrine of checks and 
balances was made not alone to protect the individual. 
It also was to serve UM function of preventing too has­ 
ty activity of government, to make safety more im ­ 
portant than speed, wisdom of action more relevant 
than immediacy of action. 
T hat it has served th a t function can hardly be de­ 
nied. There are those, however, who would hold th a t 
the American government, by its very natur? is not 
responsive to public opinion and cannot be responsive 
as they believe the parliam entary governments are. 
There is another angle to the subject. A government 
responsive to whims and caprices of public sentim ent 
is not necessarily m eeting the fundam ental public de­ 
sires. A system of government which acts only on a 
m atured public opinion, developed out of a back­ 
ground of custom, and considered deliberation may 
be in the end really more responsible to the people 
than one in which governmental policies may be 
changed so rapidly a t the beck and call of rapid sen­ 
tim ent as to prevent any true development of a pub- 
, lie consciousness based on sound experience as to the 
desirability of the policies a t issue. 
The chief difficulty in American political life today 
.is not th a t legislation fails to come as directly from 
pubic sentim ent as in the parliam entary governments. 
It la th a t the electorate can express itself on but few 
of the many issues th a t may arise in casting its vote 
for candidate* for office. W hatever may be thought 
of lobbies, they are the result of th a t inadequacy of 
expression of opinion.

EBEN HAU SFN. Bavaria, lf arch 
(A*)—Admiral Alfred Von Tir- 
pita, lord high admiral of tho Oar* 
man navy during the war and 
father of Oermanya submarine 
warfare, died in a sanatorium here 
at S IO a. rn., today after a brief 
attack of bronchitis. He would have j 
been ll years old March It. 
The aged gray-bearded warrior, 
who sometimes ama termed a Ger­ 
man Odin, or war god of the aeaa. 
waa In good health until about a 
week ago when tin; bronchial ail- j 
meet took him down. He seemed 
to recover, knit when his heart 
action became weak he was brought 
from his home at Feldafing, on 
the banka of Starnberger lake, to 
this place, a suburb of Munich! 
At Feldafing he has been leading 
the life of retired soldier, occas­ 
ionally lifting hit voice in defense 
of the German republic. In USS, 
while a deputy in the reichstag, he 
went to Hanover and persuaded*1 
Field Marshal Paul Von Hinden- 
burg to accept candidacy for the 
Oerman presidency. 
Malta Reichstag. 
Two years ago he wearied of 
parliamentary lire and declined re­ 
nomination for the reichstag In a 
rather bitter letter to the Oerman 
nationalist party in which he de­ 
clared the party was making too 
many compromises. The party then 
made him Its honorary chairman, 
but he played no political role, 
merely writing articles occasionally 
on topics of the day. 
Prom the time he was 30 until 
he broke with the kaiser in 1316, 
Admiral Von Tirpttx' life was one 
of the most intimate association 
with the Oerman navy. In I SFI he 
became secretary of state for the 
imperial navy, and, holding It un­ 
til his quarrel with Wilhelm, gen­ 
erally la given credit for instigating 
and organising it to Its high peak 
of efficiency. 
He and Wilhelm were said to 
have come to the parting of the 
ways on the very submarine war­ 
fare which afterward led the United 
States into the war and probably 
contributed greatly to Germany * 
eventual defeat. Wilhelm wa* for a 
leas vigorous submarine offensive 
than Von Tirpltx. 
la s t Years Spent Quietly, 
In his last years at a small villa 
on Starnberger lake Admiral Von 
Tirpita liked nothing better than 
the company of a few genial com­ 
panions; his guests came from all 
parta of the world. He was father 
of two sons and two daughters, 
bom of his happy marriage with 
Marie Llpke.

He 
presented in support of his claim 
statistics from the census bureau. 
Barked By Catholics. 
The witness also denied that pro­ 
hibition was identified only with 
Protestantism.
